As to thofe Gentlemen that are difap- 
pointed by the Fury and Sollicirations of 
Cruel and Mercilefs Men, the only Advice 
T have to give chefe Gentlemen, is, That 
they wonld furnifh therfelves with Pati- 
ence, againftthe Cruelty of Unreaforiabiz 
Men ; perhaps by another Years Experi- 
ence, of the Inconvenience of their Furi- 


ous Methods, and the general Lofs thefe 
things are to Creditors, as well as Debtors 5 
the Injury to Trade, the General Depo- 
pulation, the Lofs of ufeful and Diligent 
People, and the fetling of our Maaufa- 
€urers in Foreign Parts, they may be 
mov'd to confider, That making Tradef- 
men Defperate, is not the way, either to 
prevent the Mifchief, or recover their 
Money. 

If 1 am ask’d what I would fay to their 
making Terms wich them, I Anfwer ; I 
acknowledge it is the Duty of every Ho- 
neft Manto give all Men all their Due 
—But when an Honeft Man, is render’d 
Unable to Pay his juft Debts, there is then 
a Debt of Hunefty of another fore, and 
that is, not to make Difference among his 
Creditors, and pay one more thaa another ;

to Pay fome all, and others part or nane, 
is a wrong to thofe, who receive Jefs than 
the other ; and therefore in General, if 
the Creditor will not agree to take 
what the Debtor has, and divide it equal- 
ly; I cannot fay, the Debtor is bound to 
Surrender his Eifeéts among them, tii! they 
will agree ; And ifall Debtors, would pragafe. 
this with a true Delign, to Execute juftly 
a Divifion and nothing eHe ; I am perfwa- 
ded, there would be lefs occation for Cum= 
miffions of Bankrupt than there is, and lels 
Encouragement for thcir Proceeding, by 
fuch Expenlive and Extravagant Me- 
thods. é 

If therefore a Man fiods himfclf Em- 
broil'd, and intangled in fuch Troubles, 
as he cannot recover feom And 
fince when he fails, a Commiffion of Bank- 
rupt, by the Villany of Commiffioners, 
and the pofitive Humour of Furious Men, 
is very likely to expenda greater part of 
the Eff-és, than it will divide ; { could 
with all Men would, if poiblée, fo fecure 
their Effects, as to be able to defeat the 
End of a Statute, and makeit mere worth 
while to their Creditors to ufe them well, 
than to be Cruel and Barbarous. 

1 confefs ’tis dangerous, with refpe& to 
the Honefty of the Debtor, and his revlly 
applying ic to a right End ; but certainly 
for Commiffiuners to Spend soo/. or as 
fometimes they do, as many Thoufands in 
Sittings, Feaftings, Drunkennefs, Litigious 
and Vexairious Law Suits, and thea leave 
the Deficiency as a Load of Debc upon 
the Miferable Bankrupt, is a Villany far 
greater than the Debtors Diftafter; nay, 
tho’ it was accompanied with more Kna- 
very, that forty Paw——-g’s, or the wort 
Sham Inftance, Mr. W———r could pre- 
‘tend to inttance ia. 

A!l Men therefore are hereby wara’d to 
Arnr themielves againft Violeacts fo Scan- 
dalous 3 juft. Creditors are to be dealc 
with, with all the Openefs and. ‘\tegrity 
pofible, and no Debwr o ghr to Conceal
